ON FACES 

A proniincnl McGill professor made the nstounding stalc- 
ment th.^t ihc people of the world can be divided info two class- 
es, those who hnvc faces, and those who have not. Whether this 
oiDservalion wa.s based on accurate observation and sound gene- 
ralization, or whether it ^^■as merely an excuse for a poor memory 
it 5.S impossible to say. .After careful consideration, ho^^"•evcr, we 
have come to the conclusion thai his judgment is correct. 

. There is no more interesting study in the world than [that of 
faces. Often as we sit in the lecture room 'we envy the professor 
his opportunity, as he stands before jthe class, of looking down 
into a sea of countenances before' him and wondering what is go-, 
ing on behind each particular one; and sometimes we pity him, 
ihoj' are- so blank. - Not having the professor's opportunity, fre- 
quently when in a philosophical mood we Wander out into a busy 
street, and strolling along gaze reflectively into the faces of ihe 
hurrying throng. And then we realize the truth of the professor's 
statement. They arc all the same — a countless procession of ci- 
phers. Bui once in a while our search is rewar4cd, and out of 
that long line" of ciphers there appears a face, a real face, a face 
that stands out in bold relief, upon which are stamped this 
unmistakeable marks of character. It appears, and is gone, yield- 
ing place, once 'more to the same blurred mass of nonentities. 

At other times, when , we are in a more hopeful mood,' our 
search is more fruitful. Each face has its own individuality. Each 
seems as distinct from all others as formerly it was identical with 
them. Faces then begin to group themselves into „g.atÇgo.ries, 
There is the type of face that is so completely guileless that it 
be read like a book. There is also the self-consious face that 
^ntiually trying to register feelings that are no,t present, or the 
face that registers no feeling at all, generally because there 
^iie there. There is the swarthy face of the theatrical villian, 
the unearthly face of the saint, the stolid face of the gour-

Football, the great American col- 
légiale pasliini-, will have Us 50tli 
iblrtJiday when Xcvoinlwr 15, 
rolUs .aroiiiiri. 

Ptootball. in an embryonic form 
was played before that time, but ISÏû 
«an the yi'.Tr of tlir flrsl iv^mih' unilw 
rulco» tliiiL weiv tlu' loniiiiinri s of 
the imnloM K.-uiio. 

Tlio, first cull'.'y,lulo till was liluycd 
between rrlnceton and llutger.s No- 
vember 18, 1S6!). The game ca4iiu In- 
to instant popularity, and was taken 
up by many moi-.- colleges <lio .Moxt 
year. 

However, the g.iiiiî.- between lUun.iiil 
and Vule m ISÏ,'> way tUu real orlfrln 
of the sport rjs row played.
